SKETCHES OF ADVENTURE. 
° From “ Pioneerz, Preachers, and People.” 


Attached to Wayne’s army was a small body of scouts, whose busi- 
ness it was to range up and down the woods in front and flank of the 
line of march, familiarize themselves with the movements of the savages, 
and every now and then to arrest some Indian and bring him to the 
camp, that the general might get his news at first hand. The head of 
these scouts was Captain William Wells, who had associated with him a 
man named Miller, another named McLennan, and three others. These, 
while in camp, were gentlemen at large, and no duties devolved upon 
them; but when they were on the war-path their occupations were of 
a sufficiently hazardous description to make up for former ease. In 
1793, Wayne had sent out Wells, with Miller and McLennan, for the 
purpose of catching an Indian. They proce®ded northward in the direc- 
tion of some Indian towns. When yet at a distance, they heard a sound 
of merry-making; and approaching an open glade in the wood, found 
three Indians seated near its centre, cooking venison, laughing and talk- 
ing at leisure. The three spies were too distant to rush in upon them; 


-and it was necessary to take one of them alive. They therefore skirted 


along the timber till they came opposite to the point from which they 
had first discovered the savages. Here there was a fallen tree; and 
creeping along this until they were safely ensconced between the branch- 
es, it was arranged that the spy on the right should shoot the Indian on 
the right; he on the left should pick his man in the same way, while 
McLennan, who was in the middle, and the fleetest man in the party, 
was to run after the third Indian, and seize him. The fire was given, 
the two Indians fel] dead, and, as was expected, the middle one took to 
his heels with all dispatch, McLennan after him. The smoke had not 
cleared away before the two men were seen bounding along at the top 
of their speed. Near at hand was a stream of water. The Indian, see- 
ing McLennan gaining on him, ran to the river, and plunging over a 
bloff, twenty feet high, landed in a deep quagmire. McLennan, without 
pausing, sprang over him; and up to their breasts, as they stood, both 
mired fast, but within reach of each other, a desperate struggle ensued, 
The knife and tomahawk were drawn, and the two foes were on the 
point of a bloody conflict, when the other two spies came up, and burst 
into a hearty laugh at the absurd phase of the spectacle. The Indian, 
seeing that there was no chance for him, dropped his weapons and sur- 
rendered. The others extricated them from their embarrassing attitude ; 
and while the two who had been in the morass were washing off the 
dirt, it was discovered that the man who had thus been seized, was not 
really an Indian, though burned and browned so as to be almost of their 
tawny complexion; but that he bore indubitable marks of white origin. 
Miller had himself been a prisoner with the Indians many years, having 
been captured in his early youth; and had left a brother, Christopher 
Miller, in their hands, A strange suspicion flashed upon him. It was 
years since he had seen his brother. The white Indian, however, was 
sulky, and refused to answer any questions, until Miller, riding up—for 
they had placed him upon a horse—called him by his Indian name. The 
man flushed, turned crimson, and asked, “* How do you know my name ?” 
Here was the truth revealed as by a miracle. The brothers’ hands had 
been providentially. stayed from shedding each other’s blood; and after 
long and urgent entreaty, pleading even with tears in his eyes, Miller 
succeeded in winning Christopher from his wild Indian ways; and at 
length induced him to join their scouting and foraging party, of which 
he became one of the most resolute and indomitable members, 

Thus reinforced, and with two other men, they were sent on a sub- 
sequent occasion, by General Wayne, to take other prisoners. They had 
proceeded thirty-five miles from Fort Defiance, in the direction of Mau- 
mee, This was in the year 1794, just before the great battle in which 
Wayne was victorious. Arriving within two miles of the English post, 
they ude boldly into an Indian town near to where Fort Meigs was 
afterward built, as if they had come from the British fort; and being 
painted and decorated with feathers in Indian style, although they met 
Indians constantly, as some of them could speak the language, they were 
supposed to be none other than a party of Indians. In an out-of-the- 
way place, beyond the town, they seize an Indian warrior with his 
squaw, gag and handcuff them, tie them upon the saddle, and turn 
toward the American camp. Presently they reach the neighborhood of 
a large Indian encampment; and now these seven reckless men make a 
detour, and gain the brush at some distance, where they conceal their 

risoners, and then resolve to return and have a bout with the Indians 
in camp. It is understood by previous arrangement that they are to 
ride in as if they were all Indians, and enter into an amicable conver- 
sation with any parties about the fires, in order that they may gain all 
the information possible. Sitting quietly on their saddles, every man 
with his hand on the trigger of his rifle, they coolly ride into the camp 
as agreed, They have an agreeable chat of fifteen or twenty minutes 





with the Indian warriors, who are loitering around the fires; when an 
old chief sitting upon a log, whispers to his friends that there is sume- 
thing suspicious about these men ; they don’t seem Indians. Wells over- 
hears the remark ; the spies discharge their rifles each into the breast of 
an Indian, and then putting spurs to their horses, and lying down on 
their necks so as to present less mark for their enemy’s fire, they ride 
full speed into the forest, whooping and hallooing as if they were de- 
mons. The Indians however, grasp their rifles and deliver their fire, in 
confusion and bewilderment. Yet before the spies have got beyond the 
circlé of the firelight McLennan is shot through the shoulder, and Wells, 
receiving a bullet in his arm, loses his rifle. May, a third man, was 
taken prisoner; the others, after a dangerous and fatiguing journey, ar- 
rived safely at camp, And this was a funny freak; an ainusing adven- 
ture; a specimen of the sport relished by the rugged Borderers of that 
old day.

Booxsetxine in Cattrornra.—We beg to direct the attention of the Trade 
to the advertisement of Messrs. H. H. Bancroft & Co., San Francisco, Cali- 
fornia, who announce their intention of publishing a monthly journal entitled 
‘‘ The Bookseller,” intended for circulation in California. It appears to de- 
serve the attention of all publishers who wish to open anew and almost 
unexplored market for their books. 


The Assignees of the estate of Phillips, Sampson & Co., the Boston book- 
sellers, and formerly publishers of the Atlantic Magazine, have made a return 
to the Insolvency Court, showing that their receipts have been $163,000, and 
their disbursements $61,000, leaving a balance of $112,000 for dividend, suf- 
ficient to pay sixty per cent. The Judge ordered a dividend of fifty-five per 
cent. to be paid to the creditors. Shortly after the suspension of the house, 
some of the claims against it were offered at ten cents upon the dollar, and 
six months ago a large portion of the debts could have been purchased at 
the rate of thirty per cent.—Evening Post. 


LiveratvrE IN GREENLAND.—A German journal mentions the fact of a 
printing office and lithographic establishment having been recently formed in 
Greenland. The first work published by it has just made its appearance. It 
consists of a number of legends printed in the Greenland language, with a 
Danish translation, and it is embellished with twelve engravings on wood, 
executed by a native. It contains also eight national songs, with words and 
musie, and “altogether forms a work as interesting as it is original.”

We regret that we are not able to announce any very marked improve- 
ment in the aspect of the trade during the fortnight ; though signs of revival 
are, we think, beginning to appear. Whatever may be the opinion of Mr. 
Gladstone’s fiscal reforms, all who are engaged in business must feel the de- 
sirability of bringing things to a speedy settlement. Changes are always in 
themselves hurtful; and we think it is high time that Chancellors of the 
Exchequer were absolved from that necessity of producing brilliant schemes, 
and new and original ideas, on the occasion of every budget, which has 
hitherto been supposed to exist. We desire to be permitted to accommodate 
ourselves each to our particular groove, without fear of being suddeniy called 
upon to shift and unlearn all that we have learnt, on the whim of every 
Chancellor who vaults into a seat in the Treasury. Legislators cannot too 
often be reminded of the privilege which the merchants demanded at the 
hands of the great Colbert—the valuable privilege of being let alone.

A. S. Barxes & Burr publish “Lectures on Natural History; its Rela- 
tions to Intellect, Taste, Wealth, and Religion,” by P. A. Chadbourne, Prof. 
of Natural History in Williams College, and of Natural History and Chemis- 
try in Bowdoin College. The author observes: “ It is a characteristic of the 
American people, to test every thing by its money value alone. The brief 
discussion of the Relations of Natural History in the following Lectures, was 
entered upon with the hope of doing something to show that this department 
of study is by no means to be estimated by its direct return of dollars and 
cents. Simply to impart information, is a emall part of the teacher’s work. 
This is not to be neglected ; but training the mind, so that it shall move on, 
a living, expanding power through life, is education. As the living tree 
gathers with its thousands of rootlets nutriment from the earth beneath, 
while its leaves are drawing in the gases from every breeze that moves them, 
to build up the fabric—so the mind must be trained to gather food from 
every field of thought, and change, by its vital power, to an element of 
strength, the mental accumulations which to many become a burden to the 
memory alone. Many students, enjoying a high reputation for accuracy, 
leave college with a knowledge of the text-books indeed, but, we might al- 
most say, unfitted for future acquisitions by those already made. That 
studies in an educational course should be selected for their educating power, 
would seem to be evident. But the truth is, information is mistaken for 
education. And Natural History has in general been valued simply for the 
information it furnishes, rather than as an educating power. It is in this 
light that it is generally matched against the Dead Languages. We wish to 
put it in the place of no other study, certainly not in the place of the Ancient 
Languages or Mathematics, without both of which its profitable study is al- 
most hopeless. We simply wish to claim for it a higher rank than has thus 
far been assigned to it, by showing its varied relations to man.” 

Brown & Taccarp have got out in four very elegant 12mo. volumes, 
“Critical and Miscellaneous Essays, Collected and Republished, by Thomas 
Carlyle.” This edition is printed on the finest tinted paper, at the cele- 
brated “ Riverside Press” of Messrs. Houghton & Co., and is altogether one 
of the best specimens yet produced of American bookmaking. The work 
contains a copious Index, and is embellished by a new Portrait expressly 
engraved from a miniature of recent date. It is a pleasant indication of im- 
proving taste and appreciation that publishers begin to feel justified in 
getting up standard works in the very best style, without increasing the cost 
above that of more ordinary volumes. The present edition has been revised 
and annotated by the distinguished author. 

W. A. Townsenp & Co. issue another volume of their new and unsurpass- 
able edition of the Works of Cooper. The present contains “ Satanstoe; or, 
the Littlepage Manuscripts: ag Tale of the Colony.” This edition is illus- 
trated from drawings by F. O. C. Darley. 

Putney, Brakeman & Mason have got out a new work by O. M. Mitchel, 
LL. D., Director of the Cincinnati and Dudley Observatories. It is entitled 
“ Popular Astronomy: a Concise Elementary Treatise on the Sun, Planets, 
Satellites, and Comets.” Prof. Mitchel remarks in his Preface: “‘ The author 
has no other apology to present for offering to the public the following work 
on ‘Popular Astronomy’ than the marked favor with which his ‘ Planetary 
and Stellar Worlds’ has been received, both in this country and in Europe. 
The science of Astronomy is so rapidly progressive that to keep the public 
advised of its advances, new works are required almost every year. This 
may be offered as an additional reason for the present publication. In the 
preparation of the work I have availed myself des many sources of informa- 
tion that it would be quite impossible for me to specify the authors or the 
volumes to which I am indebted. The plan and the cast is allmy own, I 
have endeavored to follow the path of real discovery, and in every instance 
to present the facts and phenomena so as to afford to the reader and student 
an opportunity to exercise his own genius in their discussion and resolution, 
before offering the explanation reached by ancient or modern science. It is 
hoped that this method of treating the subject which is new, (so far as I 
know), may avail in exciting a greater interest in the examination of those 
great problems of the universe whose successful solution constitutes the chief 
honor of human genius. In a few instances I have ventured to present the 
results of my own observations, and have occupied a short space in exhibit- 
ing a sketch of new methods and new instruments, which have been intro- 
duced into the Observatories at Cincinnati and at Albany.”
